Thet® are always cases-of no- 
glect and cruelty in every t 
of the country, which should 
under the care of some 
or ns who would be 
indible for bringing the de- 
tailgfof the case to the attention 


of the Department of Neglected 
Children, in order that t 
renté might be prosecuted for 


the *criminal neglect of those 
for whom. they should be held 
accountable. 

A Childrens’ Aid Society oan 
be organized in any district 
where there is a desire on the 
part, of the citizens to have 
sittlya society. The object of 
this Booisty is to recéive reports 
of gases concerning the neglect 
or ctnelty, to, children, to inves- 
tigate all complaints of ill-tréat 
ment} to place homeless child- 
ren in good family homes, to 
report oh “cases where appli- 
catidhs have been received for 
children, and,see that the home 
conditions are of the proper 
kind to which a child should be 
sent. 

A Childrens’ Aid Society 
should stand for special uplift, 
sanitary housing, regular 
school attendance, a fair chance 
for the juvenile offender, and an 
opportunity of equal rights for 
every child who is born in the 
community. 

Those who are interested in a 
work of this kind are requested 
to write to the Superintendent 
of Neglected Children at Ed- 
monton, and if there is interest 
enough in the community from

ARGUING FOR. DELAY 


(Edmonton Bulletin) 

Progress in this world of ours 
is made a step at a time.. The 
Paes oni agreement is not a 
finality, a conglusion, an end, 
but a step in the way of tariff 
reduction and trade expansion. 
Its makers have not claimed for 
it that it goes as far as they 
are prepared to go in the way 
of tariff reduction, nor as_ far 
as they intend to go. They 
have explicitely intimated the 
contrary. All that has been 
claimed for the agreement is 
that it is a not inconsequenti- 
al step in the right direction, to 
be iollowed by other steps, as 
it has been preceded by others. 

It is not easy therefore to fol- 
low the meaning of those op- 
ponents of reciprocity who are 
trying to make se ee again- 
st it by saying that the duties 
upon some peculiar lines should 
be reduced, and will be reduced 
if the voters have the good 
sense to keep in power the 
Government which = stands for 
tariff reduction—the Govern- 
ment which has given them tar- 
iff reductions successively, and 
is now appealing for their ap- 
proval of the most recent re- 


duction. But what has the 
question of whether the duty 
upon agricultural implements 


or some other line should be re- 
duced to do with the question 
of whether the reciprocity agree- 
ment should be approved of or 
not? The reciprocity agree- 
ment is not going to disband 
the Canadian Parliament nor 
tuke away its powers. It will 
still assemble once per year «i 
oftener, and make laws for the 
peace, order and good yovern 
ment of the country— includiny

ing would suit their purposes 
better than the chance to have 
it laid over from session to ses- 
sion while the governments at 
Ottawa and Washington strove 
to overtake in negotiation the 
varied proposals offered for 
their discomfiture. An agree- 
ment of this character must be 
accepted in total, or delayed 
for a considerable time, to al- 
low consideration of the pro- 
posed amendments. To argue 
that the agreement should be 
subject to amendment in the 
House is merely to argue that 
the Opposition should have 
power to delay its passage in- 
definitely. Delay being their 
declared and demonstrated ob- 
ject, it is to be supposed _ that 
delay is the end they have in 
view in demanding the power of 
delay.

FARM FOR PROFIT 

AND PERMANENCY 


Every system of farming 
should be so planned as to be 
both profitable and permanent, 
which requires that the produc- 
tive capacity of the land must 


be maintained. We must un- 
derstand then what the soil 
contains what materials are 


required to produce crops, — in 
which parts of the crops these 
different materials are deposited 
so as to know what part of the 
produce should be sold and 
what part should be retained on 


the farm; also what is done 
with those plant food materi- 
als when the crops are fed to 


live stock. 

The older prairie and timber 
soils are exceedingly rich in 
patassium, but relatively defi- 
cient in both nitrogen and phos- 
ila a In the worn hill 
ands nitrogen is usually more 
deficient than phosphorus, while 
in the average long-cultivated 
prairie soil phosphorus is more 
deficient than nitrogen. 

When grain crops are produc- 
ed such as oats, carn and wheat 
about two-thirds of the nitro- 
gen and three-fourths of the 
avr ae but only one- 
ourth of the potassium requir- 
ed for the crop are stored in the 
grain or seed; while about one- 
third of the nitrogen, one-fourth 
of the phosphorus and _ three- 
fourths of the potassium are 
stored in the straw or stalks. 

Thus a large crop of corn 
maize, 100 bushels to the acre, 
will contain about 100 pounds 
of nitrogen in the grain and 48 
pounds in the stalks; 17 pounds 
of phosphorus in the grain and 
6 pounds in the stalks; 19 
pounds of potassium in the 
grain” and 52° pounds in the 
stalks. Quite similar relations 
exist between the grain 
straw of other crops. 

What Selling Grain Does 

Now with these facts in mind, 
it is plain to see that a system 
of farming in which the yrain is 
sold and only the stalks an 
straw are kept on the farm and 
returned to the soil carries out 
in the yrain much of the nitro 
ven and phosphorus, in both of 
Which these soils are more o1 
less deficient, and which should 
be returmed to the land; while 
the potassium, of which the 
soll contains an inexaustible 
supply (enough in the first sev 
en inches for 100 bushels of corn 
per

Legume crops may also be used 
in pastures to a considerable 
extent, thus securing nitrogen 
from the air to balance the de 
ficiency in the manure. 

With the phosphorus the diffi- 
culty is greater ause the pro- 
portion contained in the man- 
ure is less, and there is no such 
ever-present inexhaustible sup 
ply as in the case of potassi!um,

$100,000 FOR THE 
CAMPAIGN 
“The Licensed Victuallers of 
the province have completed 
their organization and have sub 
scribed over $100,000 to fight 
the local option campaign 
which the Temperance and Mor- 
al Reform League proposes to 
institute,’” said J. R. Teviot- 
dale, secretary of the Licensed 
Victuallers’ Association. ‘‘We 
are keen for a fight and the 
sooner it is brought on the bet- 
ter we will be pleased. 1 am 
informed that the Temperance 
and Moral Reform League have 
decided to limit their operations 
to two .districts, namely, the 
districts ‘extending from Fort 
Saskatchewan to ‘los dufinetat 
and from Tofield to Wainwright 
and from Wetaskiwin to Car- 
stairs.

The 
amount of capital invested in 
hotels in these two districts ex- 
ceeds $3,000,000 and the hotel

of the association, at which C, 
H. Belanger, president, presided 
and at which a majority of the 
252 liquor men of the province 
was present, it was decided to 
oppose the campaign, and over 
100 hotelmen guaranteed $1000 
each to the fund to protect 
their rights. 

“During the discussion of the 
meeting the hotelmen were im- 


pressed with the necessity of 
keeping their hotels up to the 
best possible standard. They 


were advised to pay less atten 
tion locally to the ‘Temperance 
and Moral Reform Leavue and 
to devote their attention and 
energies to improving the acco 
modation offered by their hous 
es, and to rigidly observe the 
Jaw. The Licensed Victuallers’

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Synopsis of Canadian Northe- 
west Land Regulations. 


NY perso nwho is sole head of a fam 
ily or any male over 18 years old, 
may bomestead a quarter section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the dis- 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made at 
any agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, brother or 
ister of intending homesteader. 

Duties. Six months’ residence upon 

nd cultivation of the land in each of three 
vears. A homesteader may live within 
nine miles of his homestead on a farm of 
at least 80 acres solely owned and occu- 
vied by him or by his fatl er, mother, son, 
daughter, brother, or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. — Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties. Must reside upon the home- 
stead or pre-emption six months in each 
of six years from date of homestead entry 
(including the time required to earn home- 
stead patent) and cultivate fifty acres 
extra. 

A homesteade: who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $5.00 per 
Duties. Must reside six months in 
each of tbree years, cultivate fifty acres 
and erect a house worth $300.00.

STARTLING COMPARISONS 


The Winnipeg Free Press is at 
the present time engaged in a 
campaign for lower freight rates 
throughout Western Canada, 
and in a_ recent issue presents 
sien really startling compari- 
son 

On acar load of sash and 
door factory products, weigh- 
ing 15,600 pounds, shipped lrom 
Winnipeg to Saskatoon, a dis 
tance of 479 miles, the rate was 
42 cents 100 pounds, or 
$149.52. On a Car of similar 
dingy shipped to Belmar 
rom St. Paul, only one mile 
less, the rate would be 31 cents 
per 100 pounds, or $110.36 all 
told. This is a difference of a 
little over $39 in favor of — the 
American route. In another 
case a car of sash and door fac- 
tory products was shipped from 
Winnipeg to Moose Jaw, a dis- 
tance of 400 miles. The weight 
in this car was 29,800 pounds 
and the rate 36 cents per 100 
pounds, or $107.28. The rate 
on a similar shipment from St. 
Paul to Neche, N. D., one mile 
further, would have been 22c. 
per hundred or $65.56. Thus 


the Canadian rate was in one 


case 35 per cent. and in the 
other 66 per cent larger than 
the American. What possible 


excuse can there be for a differ- 
ence in favor of the North Da- 
kota lines of, 35 per cent. to 66 
er cent. as against Manitoba 
ines’ Railways in North Da- 
kota have to face taxation of 
$265 per mile. In Manitoba 
the average rate is less than 
$30 per mile. The earnings per 
mile of road inthe division — of 
which North Dakota forms a 
part—a division including — the 
States of Illinois and Iowa—is 


$8,467. The average earnings 
per mile of road in all Canada 
1s $7,000. It is safe to say that 


‘the pia ie earnings per mile of 


road in Manitoba are in excess 
of the earnings of the whole of 
Canada while the average in Da 
kota is less than that of the 
whole division in the United 
States which includes Iowa and 
Indiana. It may be reasonably 
concluded, therefore, that earn- 
ings per mile in Manitoba are 
about equal with those in 
North Dakota while the rate of 
taxation in the latter is about 
nine times that of the former. 
Still freight rates in Manitoba 
appear to be from one-third to 
two-thirds higher than they are 
across the line. 

It is no wonder original Can- 
adian Pacific shareholders, who 
secured their stock at round 
twenty-five cents on the dollar, 
could sell to-day at the rate of 
nearly two hundred and fifty 
dollars for shares with a face 
value of one hundred.

THE FAVORED 
NATION TREAT ES 


A correspondent asks for in- 
formation, as to the relation- 
ship between the favored-na- 
tion treaties to which Canada ,is 


subject and the recent reci i- 
ty arrangement with the United 
States. The nations with 


which such treaties are in exis- 
tence are twelve in number—Ar- 

ntine, Austria-Hungary, Bo- 
ivia,Columbia, Denmark, Jap- 
an, Norway, Russia, Spain, 
Sweden, Switzerland and Vene- 
mela. With two exceptions— 
Japan and Spain—these trea- 
ties date from a period anterior 
to confederation. Canada is 
subject to the favored nation 
clausé in these treaties because, 
at the time they were made, 
the British Dominions overseas 
had not the right to contract 
themselves out from their opera 
tions, as they now have. The 
effect of these favored nation 
treaties is that all the conces- 
sions Canada gives to the Unit- 
ed States must be extended to 


these countries. Canada _ gets 
no advantage in these coun- 
tries in return ; nor 
does the United States extend 


to them the rights to which 
they are erftitled in Canada. 
Although the character — of 
Canada’s commerce with these 
favored nations makes the con- 
cession occasioned by, the reci- 
procity treaty of little or no 
value, the possible danger of be- 
ing bound by these treaties has 


been recognized by the Domi- 
nion Government, and, at the 
recent Imperial conference, Sir 


Wilfrid Laurier secured the pas- 
sage of a resolution calling up- 
on the Imperial Government to 
ave these treaties re-negotiat- 
ed, giving the Dominions the 
power to declare whether or not 
they will be parties to them. 
The result will doubtless be that 
Canada will free herself, within 
the course of the next two or 
three years, of the obligation to 
extend to these nations the con- 
cessions which she is giving the 
United States in retusn for _ si- 
milar concessions.
